He  formed  part  of  that  early  ettsi  ration  of  courageous  spirits  wo  case  from  the  old 
norld  to  the  new,  and  helped  to  subdue  the  mild  forest  and  the  wilder  Indians 
within  the  realm  of  the  great  Quaker,  William  Pe^-n. 

One  son,  SitilTEL,  w©  know  ^a.s  b^m  in  1743,  and  living  to  the  ripe  age  of  34 
years,  diec  in  13£7,  an-  was  buried  in  the  Quaker  pr&veyard  at  Bco^svlile  (or 
Bridgeport),  Pa.  While  he  lived  through  the  revolutionary  mar,  there  is  no  evidence 
tit.  t  he  took  pj.rt  »n  it— at  least  as  a  aoi'-ier,  for  he  never  receive,  a  pension. 

But  from  the,,  fact  that  his  sons  were  intense  haters  of  the  tones,  it  is  evident 
that  his  sympathies  were  vsith  the  colonists  an  cl  against  England.  oel-ove  it  is 
true  that  not  many  of  the  settlers  of  western  Pe  naylvania  A-ere  soldiers  in  the 
revolutionary  war,  as  they  /-ere  distant  fro.  the  field  of  operations,  and  mo  re  -iso 
largely  occupied  in  defending  their  homes  against  the  Indiana.

These  two  acquired  &  farm  on  the  west  band  of  Dunlap  a  creek,  xn  gayette  u>unuy, 

Pa.,  some  two  miles  abowe  where  the  stream  empties  into  the  tfonongaheia  river  at 
Brownsville.  The  land  was  hlily  and  stony,  and  yielded  bat  the  scantiest  autbexat- 
ence  with  hard  tc^l.  They  endured  the  privations  of  frontier  life,  lived,  dxec,  and 
were  buried,  filling  well  their  part  in  the  affairs  of  life,  but  leaving  ixttie  record 
hlis  behind  them.

The  scripture  nat aas  they  bore  indicate 
their  pA'T&n ts  wore  Christians  and  lovers  of  the  Bible,  and  trained  their  children  to 
walk  in  the  paths  they  thesaaeives  had  folio  wed.  They  were  a  hardy  race,  sturdy

span  of  Life.  Rone  of  them  accumulated  any  considerable  wealth. 


JOKR  KHIGHT  was  born  in  177&,  and  died  in  1334.  He  was  of  English  descent,  but 
not  Know  in  shat  year  his  ancestors  cams  to  this  country.  He  married,  Aoril  9, 
1B01,  ELIZABETH  J 4MIES0*,  who  was  bom  in  1730,  and  died  in  13  5o.  She  was  the  only 
one  cf  my  f  randparents  that  I  ever  saw,  and  I  remember  her  only  in  the  last  two  or 
three  years  of  her  life,  wh ©n  her  time  was  largely  occupied  in  Knitting.  They 
uvec  in  Delaware,  bat  early  in  the  century  moved  to  Western  Pennsylvania,  and 
afterward  to  near  Sandusky,  Ohio,  where  they  were  curing  the  ear  of  1312.  .At  one 
time  they  were  in  danger  fro...

.  MOSES  MILLER  and  MART  ERIGRT  ^ere  marc-lad  June  1£,  1333,  in  Luserne  temshup, 

Fayette  county,  Pa.,  the  officiating  minister  being  Rev.  Sfca.  Johnson,  of  the  Cumtem 

land  Presbyterian  church.  Soon  after  the  marriage  they  purchased  a  farm  on  the  east 

bank  of  Dunlap's  creek,  in  Redstone  township,  containing  143  acres.  It  was  of 

irregular  shape,  the  east  line  being  nearly  straight,  the  south  line  crooked,  the  west 
line  ormec  by  the  creek,  and  the  north  line  nearly  straight.  It  was  originally  tixcb

kind,  anf  ‘cleared*  fro.:,  tx^^e  to  tune.  Part  of  at  &  'bottom  land  ■ihich  yielded 

generously,  but  the  hillsides  wars  rough  and  stony,  and  perhaps  twenty  acres  ?,-«re 
unfit  for  cultivation.  A  vein  of  coal  was  oncer  one  comer,  sine  a  bonx  was  opened  in 

after  years.  On  this  farm,  after  their  marriage,  they  erectec  a  log  house  one  and  a 
hall  stories  high,  shout  18  x  feet  in  sise,  with  &  large  stone  chimney  outside, 
clapboard  shingle  roof,  the  spaces  between  the  logs  filled  with  clay.  The  fire¬ 
place  was  ample  for  large  logs.  In  later  years  this  house  was  bruned.  About  the 
year  1343  a  ne*  house  was  bux.lt  some  twenty  feet  east  of  the  old  one.  it  was  two 
stories  with  &  basfenent  kitchen,  single  porch  on  one  sice  and  double  porch  on  the 
other,  plastered  outside  as  well  os  inside,  and  was  a  comfortable  dwelling.  It  was 
burned  in  1353  or  1334,  being  probably  set  on  fire  by  tramps  as  it  was  unoccupied 
at  the  time. 

ISoees  Miller,  like  all  his  brothers  ana  sisters,  was  of  large  frame,  somewhat 
spare  in  flesh,  of  robust  constitution,  a  hare  worker,  simple  in  his  tastes  and  life, 
and  content  to  remain  on  his  farm.  He  did  not  marry  until  he  was  thirty-eight  years 

old,  one  he  was  in  hie  sixty-first  year  when  his  youngest  son  was  bom.  Under  the 

preaching  of  the  early  Cumberland  Presbyterian  ministers — Morgan,  Bryan,  Henderson  and 
others — he  was  converted,  one  joined  the  hopeweil  congregation  of  that  church,  re¬ 
maining  a  member  until  his  death.  Being  of  unemotional  nature,  end  reserved  in  hie 
manner,  he  never  took  an  active  part  in  church  work,  but  he  was  a  very  honest, 
straightforward  man,  dealing  justly  with  ail.  He  possessed  a  co.uaon  school  educa¬ 
tion  and  gave  his  children,  as  far  os  possible,  the  benefits  of  school  and  college. 

The  wn ter,  being  his  youngest  child,  knew  him  only  in  his  old  age. 

in  the  spring  o  13bw,  he  was  attacked  by  dropsy  and  disease  of  the  heart.  He 

partially  recovered,  one  on  the  morning  of  the  memorable  frost  of  that  year,  Jure  b, 
he  rode  about  the  farm  looking  at  the  sad  havoc  wrought.  After  that  he  never  left 
the  house,  and  died  on  the  kd  of  July,  in  his  7oth  year,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Hopewell  graveyard.

In  a  log  house,  a  story  and  a  hul  high,  she  bore  ten  children, two  ct  -*no:z  died  ir- 
in  fancy  V  one  in  e*rly  womanhood,  and  seven  remained  aa  «iiie  on  earth.  We  do  not 
recall  an  unkind  wore  from  her,  but  always  a  tender  guidance,

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JAMES  K5WT0*,  bom  August  86,  1346.  Lived  on  the  until  the  fall  of  1361,  ohm  he 

went  with  hie  mother  to  Vaynesburg,  end  entered  the  college,  hiving  previously  attended 
the  comnon  schools  end  Tunis's  Creek  academy.  On  the  8*3 th  of  July,  1363,  he  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  Coop  any  A,  18th  Regiment  Vest  Virginia  infantry.  He  took  part  ir.  the 
battles  of  Winchester,  Va.,  June  18-16,  1358,  and  Hew  Market,  Va. ,  kUy  16,1364.  At  the 
latter  battle  he  was  taken  prisoner,  and  was  confined  In  Aaderaortville  and  Florence 
prisons  until  lecaaber  6,  1364,  when  he  see  paroled  and  sent  in  to  the  Onion  lines. 

He  was  taken  to  Cawp  Chase,  Colnabus,  Ohio,  where  he  was  discharged  June  IS,  1366, 
having  served  almost  three  years.  Being  so  young  and  not  of  robust  constitution,  his 
health  was  poor  during  most  of  hie  aervica,  and  he  never  has  been  strong. 

Returning  to  Vaynesburg  he  resumed  his  studies  in  the  college  and  graduated  in 
1868.  The  previous  year,  having  learned  the  printing  trade,  he  purchased  the  Vaynesburg 
Republican,  and  published  it  until  May,  1370,  when  he  soic  it  anc  went  to  Iowa.  The  next 
year  he  located  at  Sac  City,  Iowa,  and  established  The  Sac  Sun,  which  he  edited  and 
published  until  October  1,  1381.  In  1373  he  was  elected  to  the  Legislature,  serving  one 
term.  In  1380  he  was  appointed  postmaster  by  President  Harrison,  ehich  place  he  resigned 
in  1888  and  moved  to  Dos  Koines  to  engage  in  the  fire  insurance  business.  In  1386  he  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  city  council  of  Des  Moines.  Moved  to  Oklahoma  In  1808,  anc  to 
Wichita,  Kansas,  In  1807. 

«e  was  married  “arch  88,  1371,  to  Mi*a  Sue  Po  ter,  daughter  of  Moses  and 
Elisabeth  Porter,  of  Dunbar,  Fayette  county,  Pa. ,  hie  brother,  Rev.  A.  B.  Miller,  being 
the  officiating  minister.  Hie  wife  was  bom  July  18,  1346.  Was  edicated  at  Waynesburg 
college  end  graduated  in  1367.  Afterward  engaged  in  teaching.  Ie  a  woman  of  many 
accomplishments,  excellent  character,  end  in  every  way  a  model  wife  and  mother.  The 
parent*  and  children  are  all  members  of  th#  Proabyterisn  church.  The  children  are  as 
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Mary  Blaine,  bom  August  18,  1876,  At  Sac  City,  Iowa.  Attended  the  public 
schools  of  that  place  ana  Des  uoxnss  college,  fro;a  which  she  graduated  in  music, 
ana  also  graduated  in  music  from  Iowa  college,  at  Srinneli.
